Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  again  I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  state  of  health  and  Health  Services  of  the  District,  this  being  for 
the  year  1964* 

The  population  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  for  mid-year  1964 
was  27>670  compared  with  the  actual  Census  figure  for  1961  -  i.e.  26,957* 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  down  by  3  compared  with  19 63  and  the 
rate  is  very  satisfactory  when  set  against  that  for  the  Country  as  a  whole. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  was  no  Maternal  Death  during  the  year. 

The  general  good  health  of  the  District  has  been  maintained  and  there 
have  been  fewer  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases,  with  the  exception  of 
Measles,  which  rose  to  214  as  compared  with  185  in  1963*  However,  this  is 
not  abnormal  and  is  in  accordance  with  the  accepted  2-year  cycle. 

I  am  also  pleased  to  report  a  gratifying  decrease  in  the  number  of  new 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  area  -  the  figure  this  year  is  2  as  against  11 
in  1963*  This  does  not  mean  that  efforts  may  be  relaxed  and  the  necessary 
precautions  must  still  be  pursued. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  various  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  Tables 
in  the  body  of  the  Report  that  the  Preventive  Medicine  campaign  is  more  than 
holding  its  own  in  West  Bridgford,  and  full  advantage  is  being  taken  by  the 
general  public  of  the  services  offered. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  the  help  and  guidance  offered  to  this  Department,  and 
I  have  pleasure  in  paying  tribute  to  the  efficient  work  of  the  whole  of  the 
Staff  of  the  Health  Department.

The  Paediatric  Consultant,  Dr.  Blandy,  is  available  for  consultation 
in  these  cases,  his  services  having  been  made  possible  on  a  part-time  basis  by 
the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Paediatric  Consultations 

The  services  of  Dr.  Blandy  referred  to  in  the  previous  paragraph  are 
available  for  all  children  up  to  school  leaving  age.  A  clinic  is  arranged  by 
the  Local  Health  Authority  and  cases  are  referred  to  it  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  County  Council  maintain  a  Consultant  Clinic  in  Clarendon  Street, 
Nottingham. 

Ophthalmic  Consultations 

The  services  of  a  Consultant  Ophthalmologist  are  made  available  to  all 
children  up  to  school  leaving  age.  Appointments  are  made  after  reference  to  a 
County  Medical  Officer.  The  services  of  this  Consultant  are  provided  on  a 
part-time  basis  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  premises  are  at  the  Central 
Clinic,  Clarendon  Street,  Nottingham. 
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Dental  Services 


The  County  Council  maintain  a  Dental  Service  at  the  County  Health 
Clinic,  No.  34?  Millicent  Road,  West  Bridgford,  for  the  dental  care  of 
children  and  ante-natal  and  nursing  mothers.  All  treatment  is  provided 
free,  including  the  provision  of  dentures  if  required. 

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers,  etc. 

This  work  is  supervised  and  administered  hy  the  Nottinghamshire 
County  Council,  who  have  an  Almoner  Service  for  this  purpose. 

Day  Nursery 

The  Local  Health  Authority  maintain  a  Day  Nursery  with  25  places  for 
babies  and  toddlers  at  No,  68,  Bridgford  Road,  West  Bridgford. 

School  Health  Service 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Education 
Authority.  Clinic  facilities  are  available  as  belows 

School  Clinic  Session  -  County  Health  Clinic,  34«Millicent  Road. 
Tuesday  morning  -  9*30  a. m.  to  12  noon. 

Your  Medical  Officer  is  in  attendance. 

When  necessary,  cases  are  referred  for  a  Consultant  opinion,  always 
with  the  consent  of  the  patient’s  private  Medical  Practitioner. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation  Service 

This  is  administered  by  the  West  Bridgford  Urban  District  Council  on 
an  Agency  basis  for  the  Local  Health  Authority.  The  following  Tables  and

B.C.G.  Vaccination 

This  remains  a  most  valuable  weapon  against  Tuberculosis  and,  I  believe, 
will  be  one  of  the  major  factors  in  the  ultimate  eradication  of  this  grievous 
disease.  The  scheme  continues  to  function  smoothly  with  a  high  degree  of 
co-operation  from  the  Headmasters  and  Staffs  of  the  various  Schools. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  total  number  of  children  protected  against 
Tuberculosis  during  the  year.  This  includes  those  who  showed  a  "positive” 
re-action  -  i.e.  who  had  at  some  time  in  their  lives  come  into  contact  with  the 
bacillus  of  Tuberculosis  and  therefore  were  unsuitable  for  vaccination.  These 
we re  referred  to  the  Nottingham  Chest  Radiography  Centre  for  X-ray  to  determine 
the  actual  damage,  if  any,  done  to  the  lungss

No  nursing  assistance  can  be  given  as  this  is  not  the  duty  of  the 
service,  which  caters  for  housework  and  the  preparation  of  simple  meals, 
etc* 

The  cost  of  a  Home  Help  for  a  full  42-hour  week  may  be  considerable, 
but  this  is  examined  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  and,  in  necessitous 
cases,  either  part  or  the  whole  cost  may  be  remitted. 

This  is  a  very  valuable  service  to  the  community  and  leads  to 
considerable  saving  in  hospital  beds,  accommodation  for  old  persons  etc., 
also  constituting  a  considerable  financial  saving  to  the  country. 

There  is  much  scope  for  the  growth  of  this  service,  which  unfortun¬ 
ately  is  handicapped  through  lack  of  workers,  the  demand  exceeding  the 
supply  at  all  times.

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Drainage  and  Sewerage 


The  Contract  works  of  main  drainage  have  continued  during  the  year. 

The  connection  to  the  Nottingham  City  Outfall  Sewer  at  Roughill  wood  was 
completed  and  the  pumping  of  sewerage  to  the  Stoke  Bardolph  works  was 
commenced  on  91b  September,  1964*  It  is  anticipated  that  all  drainage 
connections  to  the  new  outfall  sewer  will  be  completed  by  31st  March, 

1965. 

The  Urban  District  sewage  works  is  now  dealing  with  only  a  very 
minor  local  flow. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  removal  of  household  waste  is  dealt  with  by  the  Surveyor's 
Department.  Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping.  This  work  is  well 
maintained  and  the  reclamation  of  the  land  by  the  controlled  tipping  will  be 
a  valuable  asset  to  the  District.

AIR  POLLUTION 


Legislation  dealing  with  air  pollution  has  been  altered  by  an  amendment 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act  by  Section  95  of  the  Housing  Act,  1 9 64.  A  new  dwelling  is 
now  definied  as  one  erected  after  the  l6th  August,  1965  and  this  means  that 
dwellings  completed  before  l6th  August  1 965  (formerly  5th  July,  1956)  may  be 
eligible  for  a  grant  for  conversion  of  appliances  required  to  conform  with  smoke 
control  area  regulations.  Local  Authorities  and  the  Minister  of  Housing  &  Local 
Government  have  power  to  designate  the  type  of  appliance  for  which  grants  will 
be  available  with  a  view  to  discouraging  the  provision  of  appliances  burning 
fuels  which  are  in  short  supply  "as  placing  undue  strain  on  fuel  resources." 

Other  amendments  to  the  actual  payment  of  grants  have  been  made.  The  practical 
effect  of  the  amendments  is  to  enlarge  the  range  of  appliances  for  which  grants 
can  be  paid  and  to  increase  the  number  of  houses  which  may  be  eligible  for  such 
grants,  thus  increasing  the  costs  of  both  the  Exchequer  and  the  Local  Authority 
in  the  setting  up  of  smoke  control  areas. 

The  Council  maintains  a  volumetric  smoke  machine  for  measuring  the  pollution 
of  the  atmosphere  and  details  of  daily  figures  of  pollution  are  supplied  to  the 
Ministry  of  Technology,  Warren  Spring  Laboratory. 

There  is  practically  no  pollution  of  the  air  in  West  Bridgford  from  local 
industrial  establishments.  The  main  pollution  is  from  domestic  appliances  with 
some  air  borne  pollution  from  other  districts. 

MILK 

Licences  for  the  distribution  of  milk  are  now  issued  by  the  County  Council 
who  are  also  the  sampling  authority.  Results  of  such  sampling  are  given  in  the 
extract  from  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Weights  &  Measures  Inspector  at  the  end  of 
this  Report. 

ICE-CREAM 


There  are  now  no  local  manufacturers  of  ice-cream,  all  supplies  coming 
from  outside  the  area.  Checks  are  made  on  retailers’  premises  at  frequent 
intervals.  Sixteen  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  during  the  year  and  were 
placed  in  Grade  I  by  the  Analyst. 
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FOOD 


The  food  shops  in  the  District  are  quite  satisfactory.  No 
Slaughtering  takes  place  within  this  District,  fresh  meat  being  obtained 
mainly  from  the  Nottingham  abattoir  where  it  is  inspected  by  the  City 
Public  Health  Inspectors.  Regular  visits  are  paid  to  cafes  and  other 
food  preparing  premises  and  advice  and  instruction  are  given  where 
necessary.
